Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-3,17-18,20,22,23,24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Northrop (1929255). 

Northrop show arms 31 with auxiliary control surfaces 28. Wood is a low radar 
reflective material. 

3. Claims 1,3-4,11,17-18,20-21,23-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being clearly anticipated by De Rouge (2120065). 

De Rouge show arms 26 pivotaly connected to the fuselage or wing with auxiliary 
control surfaces 43. Wood is a low radar reflective material. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 5-10,12-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over De Rouge in view of Beteille (4598888). 
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It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide the craft of De Rouge with automatic controls since this 
is a mere modernization of controls as taught by Beteille who teaches that multiple 
control surfaces are all coordinately controlled. 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 11-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 1 does not further limit claim 1 since both claims set forth that the control 
surface moves relative to the arm and the arm alone. 



1. Claims 1 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Wooley (6224012). 

Wooley shows arms 5.1 and ground engagement 53 on auxiliary surface. 



Claims 25 -32 are allowed. 
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Applicants remarks have been considered but are not deemed persuasive since they 
are more specific than what is claimed. For example claim one reads on a fixed arm 
since there is no language that states that the arm moves relative to the aircraft body.
